Interest. As time passes and our pop- 
ulation Increases, farm lands will be- 
en mo more and more valuable, and 
necessarily more and more profitable. 
The extent of our farm lands Is al- 
ready defined. There will be no addi- 
tions In our continent. 
Hence, the 


number of acres per capita will grow 
less and less until ultimately, like Ja- 
pan, we will average a large number of 
pwple to the acre. Statistics give the 
Japanese average at 149 to every acre 
of land In Its group of Islands. 
We 


will In the distant future become alike 
populated. In nny event, In the nature 
of things, productive lAnds will ad- 
vance In price. It Is a fact to be borne 
In mind by the land owner. 


Though Immigration Is larger and 


heavier than ever, Its distribution Is so 
haphazard and crude that even rural 
New York finds farm labor scarce and 
dear. Farmers and agricultural labor- 
ers arrive In masses weekly, bat those 
of them fliat do not go west In the 
hope of getting free homestead* re- 
main In the eastern centers, further 
overcrowding congested foreign "colo- 
nies." It Is stated, on the authority of 
the Immigration officials, that In the 
last fiscal year 32 per cent of the whole 
number of Immigrants remained In 
Now York City—a showing that la 
Justly regarded as grave and menac- 
ing. 
Commissioner General Hargoant 


has, as head of the Immigration Bu- 
reau, devoted much study and reflec- 
tion to the question of more satisfac- 
tory and 
systematic distribution of 


aliens, believing that such distribu- 
tion is both more expedient and moro 
urgent than further restriction of Im- 
migration. 
He does not propose the 


arbitrary closing of this or that area 
to newcomers, but he holds that much 
can be accomplished by federal and 
state co-operation 
In a constructive, 


practical way. The Commissioner con- 
templates tho establishment of a com- 
pletely ci]Ulpp?d bureau of Informa- 
tion, with state exhibits aa a proml- 
mmt feature, to serve as a guide to tho 
Immigrant. Each state Is to be repre- 
sented by a special agent and to In- 
stall exhibits showing Its principal In- 
dustries, the prevailing rate of wages, 
the proHneJt.s for work and home own- 
errihlp, the transportation facilities, etc. 
Kallrond companies aro to bo invited 
to establish similar agencies to fur- 
nish Information concerning work on ', 
and unoccupied land along their re- 
spective lines. 
Thus an alien, with- 


out leaving Kills Island, could uncer- 
tain where and on what terms employ- 
ment: or Htnull plots of land might bo 
had. 
Of course, It would devolve on 


the supervising and controlling author- 
ities to keep the land swindler, the 
reddens "promoter," the would-be vio- 
lator of the contract labor law at a 
safe distance from this "permanent 
exposition" for tho benefit of aliens 
luixloiiH to become self-supporting In 
tlie land of opportunity. 
It would be 


tlio duty of tho Immigration Bureau to 
prevent the "exploitation" and misuse 
of the Bureau of Information, and the 
proper discharge of this duty might 
not ho easy at ilr«t. 
But earnestness 


and efllclency would in time solve the 
problem. 
The

Two thousand acres of fine barley 


ar* growing on the alkali land be- 
longing to the Spreoklea Sngar Com-, 
pany.

ra'se sugar 


beets some years ago. 
HI nee then a 


vast amount 
of 
alkali baa been 


washed and drained out of the land. 
The barley will average twenty tacks 
to the acre.—Cultivator. 


Alfalfa Soil. 


A correspondent sojourning in the 


city of Los Angeles wrltea to this de- 
partment concerning the beat aoil for 
alfalfa, and where to find It. Bacb 
questions of general interest 
where 


there la so much inquiry for land m«y 
be answered many In one. 
Alfalfa 


thrives the beat on candy loam 
with 


a. loose subsoil. The latter la of great 
importance as this plant roots deeper, 
perhaps, 
than any other, certainly 


than any other field crop. It la said 
(be average length of alfalfa roots on 
this class of soil Is from ten to twelve 
feet. 
One trouble in growing this 


crop is that the best results are ob- 
tained after the first year, making a 
hardship to those who need immediate 
returns. 
But it makes up for the de- 


lay by years of productiveness when 
sown on the proper quality of Innd. 
Alfalfa 
Is a great nitrogen feeder, 


but as it lea/ea a large proportion in 
the roots It will constantly add value 
to the aoil. 
Homo idea may be bad of 


the rate at which this plant converts 
atmospheric Into soil 
nitrogen when 


it Is known .that an average season's 
hay crop remove 300 pounds of nltro 
gen lu the bay and yet leaves more 
nitrogen in the grout.d 
than 
before 


the crop was grown.—L. A. Times. 


Boxea and Package*. 


"Rhubarb per box" 
means a box 


about the size of the ordinary apple 
box, which' will contain about forty 
pounds'as ordinarily packed. 
This, 


at present quotations, would mean 
the rhubarb is about one cent per 
pound. Cantaloupes, 
when 
quoted 


per "small crate," 
or "special," 


means the size of crate which 
will 


hold about sixteen of averaged-sized 
cantaloupes. "Ponies" 
hold fifty- 


four of the same size 
melons, 
and 


another sized ornte, slightly smaller 
than the ponies, holds forty-five mel- 
ons. Tomatoes, like other products, 
are usually quoted lu the twenty-pound 
box, but now, as they are becoming 
rather rrore plentiful, 
often 
appear 


in the thirty-pound picking box. The 
wide range which usually prevails in 
the quotations of tomatoes is not be- 
cause of tho difference in size of boxes 
but because ot the great difference in 
quality. 
There is often a difference 


of more than 50 per cent, in price of 
two boxes of tomatoes, caused 
by 


smooth, even-sized, ripe fruit on the 
one hand, and a conglomerate rneas 
of greeu, ripe, various-sized fruit on 
the other.—California Cultivator. 


The Sale of Little Chicks. 


A new brunch of poultry commerce 


that has advanced much more rapid- 
ly In Ureat Urltain than in the Uni- 
ted Htates 
Is tho sale 
of 
newly 


hatched chicks. The increased 
use 


of incubators is largely responsible 
for this trade; making It possible to 
have large numbers of chicks ready 
for sale at any desired time. 
Our 


English trothers, however, did not 
wait for the Incubator before adept- 
lug this very satisfactory method of 
exchanging ftook, but have for many 
years past sold chicks aud mother 
hena together and many still continue 
this plan, nevertheless most of the 
vvle chicks sold now are Incubator 
hatched. 


In the United States there are some 


breeders who have sold young chicks 
juat from tho incubator for several 
yoara past, and with opening of the 
ueudou ot 
IDOo an iucreas-d number 


of pouitrymen are announcing little 
clucks for sale. The little fellows ure 
ahipped literally direct from the in- 
cubator, being always less than tweu- 
ty-four hours old when sent out. 
At 


tlila utitt the chick is iu a condition to 
go Irf hours without food and 
when 


i! o.uTly co.>ped can bo shipped a aur- 
lu-isiugly long distance 
without in- 


jury.

The buying of chicks may to many 


aeon to poaaeit DO advantage* over 
the purchase of eggs, since they would 
fe«l aa doubtful for their safe arrival 
and subsequent likelihood. 
But such 


fears are not (according to those who 
have used this method) justified, for 
the chicks almost invariably reach 
their destination safely and are no 
more susceptible to poultry ailments 
than if they bad never undergone 
their trip.-inland. 


~The Calf. 


The calf should be cleaned 
after 


birth by careful rubbing with dry 
cloth or dry straw. 


The calf should have the milk In 


small portions and aa often as the 
cows are milked, aa only then we get 
the full benefit of the milk. 


The calf should have new milk ex- 


clusively the Brat fourteen to twenty 
days. 


The calf should have part new, part 


•kirn milk from 
twentieth to the 


fiftieth day. 


The calf should have skim milk or 


other similar liquid food until at least 
three months old, aud after that as 
long aa can be afforded. 


The onlf should have the milk 
at 


blood heat, but this should—new as 
well aa skim—be first beated to 17 
degrees. 


The calf should be fed from clean 


pails— uncleanJlneas may cause death- 
ly sickness. 


The calf should be made to drink 


the milk slowly in order not to dis- 
turb the digestion.--Journal of Agri- 
culture.

to be held at tbe new Stnte Agricul- 
tural Park, which the last legislature 
provided for, und which is now being 
built. 


Tbe park is to be up to date and 


it is tbe aim of the State fiutrd of 
Agriculture that tho racing track 
shall be the best built in the country. 
The racing stables have been erected 
and tbe cattle shed and the stalls for 
tbe exhibition horses will soon be up.

Borne Convenient Hook*. 


Where there Is more or less hauling 


9t bftfts of grain or other bulky article* 
00 the farm a number of hooks attach- 
td to handles will be found exceeding- 
ly useful. Several hooks may be form- 
ed by the local blacksmith nt small 
Cost In the labor saved In a single sea- 
•on. The Illustration shows several of 
the hooks that will be found the most 
Uieful. 
The hook ghown at Figure 1 


U the one familiar to city people, used 
M It Is by truckmen who handle heavy 
bar* »nd boxes. 
Figure 2 represents 


a longer hook mnde of Iron with n 
•harp hook end and n short handle 
Of wood; a piece of hardwood Is fast- 
ened around the middle of the bar of 
Iron which permits one to get n firm 
grip with the other hand. 
Figure 3 


represents the double hook fastened to 
a handle of hardwood by fertile! Indi- 
cated at o, o, o. Figure 4 shows the 
details Of construction of the book 8, 
the manner of flattening the ends of 
the Iron rods nnd fastening them to 
•tout handle by rivets, If so desired. A 
Indicates a stout wire run 
through

Rellevliiir Culven from Vile*. 


During the Hummer months fllea are 


a constant torment to young calves. 
The entomological department of the 
Kansas State Agricultural College has 
*een experimenting and compounding 
Parlous substances In order to produce 
•n effective and economical mixture, 
which, when applied to the surface of 
an anlrnal would ward off the flies. As 
a result of these experiments, U has 
•ucceeded In producing the following 
formula, which seems to answer the 
purpose reasonably well: 
Resin, 1V4 


pounds; laundry son;), 2 cakes; flsb-oll, 
ft pint; enough water to make three 
gallons. 
Dissolve the resin In a so- 


lution of soap and water by heating; 
add the Ash-oil and the rent of the 
water. Apply with a brush. It to be 
Hied as a spray, add Vj pint of kero- 
aene. This mixture will cost from 7 to 
f cents per gallon, and may be used on 
either calves or cows. 
One-half plut 


•f this mixture Is considered enough 
(or one application for a cow; a calf, 
9t course, would require considerably 
less. 
It will be more economical to 


•pply this only to the parts of the anl- 
mai not reached by the tall. 
At flrst 


ft will perhaps be necessary to give 
two or three applications per week, 
until the outer ends of the hair be- 
come coated with resin; after that, re- 
touch those parts where the resin Is 
rubbed off. 


Potat 


To get the best of the blight on po- 


tatoes the work of spraying must be 
started when the plants are a few 
inches high and continued throughout 
the mason, doing the work thoroughly 
•very ten days or two weeks at most, 
oftener if the ruin wnithes off 
the 


tpray. 
While opinions differ, experi- 


ence has shown that the following for- 
mula Is the most effective one for use 
in spraying potatoes: 
Dissolve six 


pounds of blue vitriol and four pound* 
of best stone lime In fifty gollons of 
water and when tho plnnU are small 
apply at.the rate of tifty gallons per 
acre, Increasing the quantity as the 
plants grow until in midsummer 100 
gallons to the acre aro used. 


When It Is necessary to use some- 


thing for tho destruction of 
potato 


bugs, dissolve 1'arls green In the Bor- 
deaux mixture as Indicated, at the 
rate of one pound to each seventy-five 
gallons of the mixture, spraying the 
combined mixture together. While sev- 
eral other mediums are used, wo fuel 
that the Uordeaux mixture compound- 
ed as indicated, will do the business 
better than anything else. 
If the beat 


methods are followed 
In conjunction 


With this spraying, there ought to be 
comparatively little trouble In obtain- 
ing a good crop of potatoes In n nor- 
mal season.

acres In small fruits and about an 
acre, range and all, deToted to poultry, 
than do most of his neighbors with 
farms ranging 
from 
fifty to eighty 


acres In extent.—Indianapolis News.

To secure the best results affected 


hogs should receive individual treat- 
ment. 
Twent.p-four hours before ad- 


ministering tjeatment very little feed 
should be glvpn them. Then give the 
following medicine, flrst recommended 
by the veterinary department of the 
Kansas State Kxperimental Station, as 
a drench to each hundred-pound hog 
(larger or smaller hogs should receive 
a dose In proportion): 
Oil of turpen- 


tine, four drams; liquor ferrldlalysatus, 
one-half dram;

ounces. If necessary, repeat the dose 
In four days.

turned recently from a visit to Japan, 
siiys the Washington Post. While there 
ho was Impressed very much by the 
Japanese police. He came away wltii 
the Idea that the Japanese police de- 
partment was much superior to other 
.lollce departments, principally owing 
to the apparent elimination of graft. 


"While I was at Nagasaki,' he says, 


"Captain Marker, an American quar- 
termaster there, lost a very fine uncut 
diamond. lie hadii't an Idea where he 
had lost It. 
He sent word to the 


police and a regular policeman came 
around and made Inquiries about th< 
stone. 


"With the politeness tlint Is charac 


terlstlc of the country, the policeman 
announced that It would give the po- 
llfo great pleasure to find It If they 
could. Several days later he appeared 
with the diamond, which must have 
been very hard to find, owing to Its be- 
ing in an uncut state. 


"Me handed It to Captain Barker 


with a bow and walked away. True 
to hlH American Instincts Captain Bari 
ker called him back, reached down Into 
his pocket and pulled out a couple of 
yen, which he offered him. 


"The policemen seemed to be both 


surprised and offended. It was against 
all the rules of the police, he said, to 
accept such gratuities from any one. 


"I found later just how serious It 


would have been If he had taken It. 
It seems that the policemen In Japan 
are recruited from the middle class 
and punishment for any one caught 
grafting means much more than dis- 
missal from the service or Imprison, 
meut It means loss of caste. 


"A man dismissed from the police 


department for such an offense, no 
matter what his previous rank In ao- 
clety, becomes a marked man and la 
regarded as a coolie, the lowest class 
of society. As a coolie nothing Is left 
to him but hard labor for the rest of 
his days." 


Mr. Sholton said that what struck 


him .as one of the most marvelous 
phasea In the evolution of Japan wae 
tho spread of the English language. 
The war seems to have given an Impe- 
tus to this. 


"One's flrst Introduction to a coun- 


try," says Mr. Shelton, In talking about 
thin, "fomes generally with the hand- 
Hug of its money, and the first Japan- 
OHO l>unU note you j;et bears on Its 
back the promise of the bank to pay, 
written In English.

All who set trues recognize the im- 


portance of having 
them 
maUe

•trolly, henlthy growth during.the flrst 
•ummor. that they may safely paaa 
through the tirst winter; particularly is 
this necessary in sections where the 
winters are severe. 
Of vital Impor- 


tance is the conservation of the mois- 
ture in the soil. It is of little usa to 
pour water on the surface of tho soil 
of a clay texture, the sun will so baUe 
It that nuit: of the mixture will gi>t to 
the roots of the trees. One of the best 
plans is to keep the surface soli loos- 
ened until after a drenching rain ami 
then, before the sun has a chance to 
bake the surface so'i, place a mulch of 
hay or straw about the tree, putting 
on several inches deep and extending 
for two or three feet above the tree. 
This will conserve the moisture In tho 
soil. 
Of courso the best plan of all 


is to carry on the summer cultivation 
of the surface soil between the rows, 
thus obtaining the dust mulch; even 
then the mulch of hay or straw can be 
osed to advantage close to the trees.
